LETTUCE 

SEED  AND  PLANTS

Lettuce,  like  many  other  vege¬ 
tables,  requires  rich  soil,  plenty 
of  water,  a  cool  growing  season 
and  intense  culture  to  produce 
the  best  results.  If  the  earliest 
varieties  are  planted  out  in  the 
ad  the  weather  turns  dry  or 
will  run  up  to  seed  without 
heading.  The  same  seed  sown  in  the 
fall  or  with  cooler  growing  weather 
would  develop  perfectly.  At  a  temper¬ 
ature  of  40  degrees  or  lower  lettuce 
will  not  thrive.  At  65  degrees  and  up¬ 
ward  it  has  a  tendency  to  run  up  and 
not  head  properly.  For  outside  plant¬ 
ing  sow  the  seed  in  shallow  drills  from 
1  to  2  ounces  to  the  100  yards.  An 
ounce  will  produce  3000  plants.  Four 
pounds  should  plant  an  acre.  Lettuce 
matures  in  40  to  60  days  from  time 
of  planting.

Many  growers  plant  potatpes  which  are  dis¬ 
eased  and  not  vigorous,  because  certain  of  our 
most  serious  potato  diseases  cannot  be  recog¬ 
nized  in  the  tubers.

OREGON  RYE  GRASS  PRODUCTION 

By  PROF.  H.  A.  SCHOTH

Oregon  Rye  Grass,  quite  often  referred  to  as 
Domestic,  Western  or  Pacific  rye  grass,  is  a 
distinctive  type  common  to  western  Oregon. 

In  general  it  is  a  combination  of  the  rapid 
growing  Italian  type  with  a  small  per  cent  of 
English  or  Perennial.  This  rye  grass  has  been 
grown  for  many  years  in  Western  Oregon.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  six  years  seed  production  of  Oregon 
rye  grass  has  developed  very  rapidly  and  now 
represents  the  major  grass  seed  production  indus¬ 
try  of  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

Oregon  rye  grass  is  a  rapid  grower,  very  win¬ 
ter  hardy,  leaves  and  stems  medium  fine,  stools 
heavily,  has  a  bright  green  color  and  has  a  rapid 
comeback  after  mowing,  especially  during  the 
winter  months.  It  is  considered  an  annual.  It  is 
valuable  for  forage  uses  such  as  pasture  and  hay, 
also  for  lawn  and  park  use  where  a  rapid  grow¬ 
ing  and  quickly  greening  grass  is  desired.  Seed 
is  of  high  quality  because  of  good  growing  con¬ 
ditions  for  production.  Germination  is  high.  The 
seed  is  large,  plump,  mostly  short  awned  and 
usually  dark  colored. 


Oregon  rye  grass  is  adaptable  to  rather  dry, 
shallow,  poor  soil  conditions  as  well  as  to  the 
better  soils.  It  makes  excellent  growth  on  rather 
low,  heavy,  poorly  drained  soils.  In  many  sec¬ 
tions  Oregon  rye  grass  is  interseeded  with  grasses 
that  are  dormant  during  the  winter  so  that  a  year 
around  green  surface  is  possible.  This  practice  is 
common  in  Bermuda  grass  sections.  The  use  of 
Oregon  rye  grass  is  rapidly  expanding  because  of 
the  successful  growth  it  has  made  in  the  western, 
southern  and  eastern  states.  In  the  western  states 
it  is  used  primarily  for  seed  and  forage  produc¬ 
tion.  In  southern  and  eastern  states  it  is  used 
primarily  for  winter  lawn  purposes. 

Seedings  should  be  made  in  early  fall.  Rates 
of  seeding  vary  from  40  to  80  pounds  per  acre. 
The  seed  is  usually  broadcast.  Germination  is 
usually  more  rapid  and  even  where  the  seed  can 
be  raked  in  or  lightly  covered  with  soil,  the  heav¬ 
ier  the  rate  of  seeding  the  finer  the  texture  of 
the  grass.

Dahlias  will  grow  to  perfection  in  any  good  garden  soil, 
preferably  one  that  contains  a  little  sand.  Plant  as  soon 
as  frost  is  gone  and  ground  warm,  cutting  tuber  to  a 
single  strong  eye,  placing  it  on  its  side  at  a  depth  of 
about  6  inches,  in  ground  that  has  been  well  cultivated. 
An  excellent  way  to  start  Dahlias  is  to  sprout  tubers  in 
greenhouse  and  set  out  the  rooted  plants.  Rows  should 
be  4  feet  apart,  plants  18  inches  to  3  feet  apart  in  the 
row,  depending  on  whether  for  a  hedge  or  specimen 
plants.  Cultivate  thoroughly  until  ready  to  bloom,  then 
deep  tillage  must  cease  and  only  the  surface  be  lightly 
stirred,  as  deep  cultivation  at  this  time  is  fatal  to  bloom- 
Tall  varieties  should  be  staked.  If  you  use  commercial 
fertilizer,  do  not  apply  until  plant  starts  growth,  then  work 
into  top  soil,  5  or  6  inches  from  plant.  Bone  meal  is  an  ex¬ 
cellent  fertilizer  for  Dahlias  but  must  be  applied  early,  as  it 
is  slow  in  action.  When  the  plant  is  well  up,  say  6  to  10 
inches,  pinch  off  top,  leaving  2  or  3  joints.  This  will  cause 
it  to  branch  out  into  a  sturdy,  bushy  growth.

PEONIES 

Peonies  make  a  gorgeous  display  whether  in  landscape, 
flower  bed,  border  or  garden,  and  for  those  who  have  only 
limited  time  for  the  care  of  flowers,  nothing  will  give  so 
much  joy  and  satisfaction  and  endure  so  long  as  these  won¬ 
derful  flowers.  Color  schemes  are  not  necessary  for  beautiful 
effects,  any  combination  is  delightful.  They  are  nearly  al¬ 
ways  free  from  disease,  few  insects  bother  them  and  they 
succeed  in  almost  any  soil  or  climate.  They  improve  quickly 
season  after  season  and  each  year  flower  and  plant  become 
increasingly  beautiful. 

CULTURE.  Fall  is  the  best  time  to  plant,  because  blooms  will 
usually  follow  the  next  spring,  although  planting  may  be  done  in 
early  spring  Peonies  need  a  deep  soil,  not  too  much  gravel,  a  good 
clay  loam  is  best,  and  work  soil  to  a  good  depth.  Give  a  good  dressing 
of  bone  meal  at  planting  time  and  repeat  every  second  year.  Sheep 
guano  is  also  good  to  work  in  the  bed.  Cover  the  crown  not  over  2 
inches  deep.  When  cutting  Peonies  allow  at  least  two  leaves  to  remain 
on  each  stem ;  the  roots  need  these  for  full  growth.  Do  not  remove 
foliage  until  it  is  thoroughly  dead.  Plant  immediately  upon  arrival. 
If  roots  are  dry  when  received,  soak  over  night  before  planting.  Pre¬ 
pare  soil  long  enough  in  advance  to  allow  it  to  settle  before  planting.

In  the  case  of  evergreens  that  are  “balled,”  do  not 
remove  the  burlap.  Plant  as  received,  only  cut  the  string 
around  the  top,  then  loosen  burlap  after  tree  Is  set.  If  you 
cannot  plant  immediately  on  receipt,  always  “heel”  in  so 
roots  may  be  in  contact  with  good  soil. 

If  the  soil  is  good  and  properly  prepared,  only  a  hole  large 
enough  to  easily  take  the  roots  need  be  dug,  but  better  re¬ 
sults  can  always  be  obtained  by  digging  out  a  large  space 
and  filling  in  with  good  top  soil.

If  you  cannot  plant  immediately  on  receipt,  always  “heel”  in  so  roots  may 
be  in  contact  with  good  soil.  If  the  soil  is  good  and  properly  prepared,  only  a  hole  large  enough  to  easily 
take  the  roots  need  be  dug,  but  better  results  can  always  be  obtained  by  digging  out  a  large  space  and 
filling  in  with  good  top  soil.
